G.S-R- 1207— In exorcise of the .powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution the President hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs (Bank Note Press, Dew. is, Unclassified In 
dustrlal Cadre posts) Recruitment Rules, 1975, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs (Bank Note Press. Dewas, Unclassified 
Industrial Cadre posts; Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall Come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs (Bank Note Press, Dewas, Unclassified industrial Cadre posts) 
Recruitment Rules, 1975, for tho existing Rule 4 relating to the Method of Recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc., the following shall 
be substituted, namely 

"4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualification etc. 

Tho method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified 

in columns 6 to 14 of the aforesaid Schedule. 

The crucial date for determining the age limit shall be the closing date for receipt of the applications from candidates in India 

(other than thoso in the Andaman and Nicobar Islands and Lakshadweep). In case the appointments are made through the Employ- 
ment Exchange, the crucial date will be the last date upto which the Employment Exchange is asked to submit the names. 

In the case of posts for which direct recruitment has been specified as one of the methods, the essential qualifications specified in 
column 8 of the said Schedule are relaxable at the discretion of the appointing authority in tho case of candidates otherwise well qualified 
The qualification regarding experience prescribed for direct recruitment is relaxable at the discretion of the appointing authority in the case 
of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, if at any stage of selection, the appointing authority is of the 
opinion that sufficient number of candidates belonging to these communities possessing the requisite experience are not likely to be available 
to fill up the posts reserved for them.”

G.S.R, 1212. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 cf the Constitute n and in supersession of the 
Department of Agriculture Research Officer (Agricultural Census) Rules, 1972, the Presidenl hereby mates the folic wing rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the post of Research Officer (Agricultural Census) in the Ministry of Agriculture and Irrigation (Department 
of Agriculture), namely 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Department of Agriculture Research Officer (Agricultural 

Census) Recruitment Rules, 1979, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, its classification and scale of pay. — The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall bo as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc. — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. Provided ihat ihe Central Government may, if salirfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such persons and other party to the marriage and there are other grounds forao 
doing exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 


5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consullation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving: — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be provided 
for candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to time.

G.S.R. 1215.— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government Is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving, — Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva-

Stenographers Service Amendment Rules, 1979 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publicn- 
tun in the Official Gazette, 

2. In the Central Secretariat Stenographers Service Rm 
1969, for stub-rule (1) of rule 13, the following shall be stu 
stituted, namely ; — 

"(T) Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 11 and rule 
12, any officer of Grade B of the Service who has rendered 
not less than three years of approved service in the Grade or 
any person eligible to be considered for promotion to Grade B 
under Sub-rule (3) of rule 11 or to Grade C under sub-rule 
(2) of mle 12, may be appointed to a temporary vacancy not 
exceeding two months, in the Grade A, Grade B or Grade C, 
as the case may be, if an officer included in the Select List for 
the relevant Grade is not available or cannot for any reason 
be appointed to such vacancy ; 

Provided that an officer included in the Select List of 
Grade A, Grade B or Grade C, as the chsc may be, of the 
Service of any cadre and serving in that Ministry or Depart- 
ment shall be given preference to such appointment over an 
office r included" .
